Artificial Milk a.Complex Mixtur». 
To show what an arsenal of chem- 


icals has to be employed when we 
want to copy nature the Paris Nature 
prints the formula for artificial milk 
as patented in England. It is as fol- 
lows: 


In 200 pints of water at 83 degrees 


O. dissolve 400 grains of phosphate of 
potassium or the equivalent quantity 
of phosphate of soda. Add sugar suf- 
ficient to make 4.5 per cent of the 
final product and mil in twenty kilo- 
prams of extract of nuts. Boil, then 
distill and treat with a culture of lactic 
ferments until the desired acidity is 
obtained. Pasteurize at 60 or 70 de- 
grees C. and finally add a small quan- 
tity Of citric acid. This can be dried 
and sold as a powder.

NEEDS OF RETIRED CLERGYMEN 


Wyoming Conference Sects Perma- 


nent Fund ot $400,000 for Their 
Sustenance — Nation-Wide 
Move- 


-ment Among Protestant -Churches. 
Rev. Dr. James A. Hejisej;, superin- 


tendent of the Binghamton district.of 
the Wyoming conference of the Meth- 
odist church, addressed the morning 
eo'ngregation at the local church, of 
that denomination yesterday, present- 
ing the claims ot the Preachers' Aid 
Endowment fund to the-laity i • ' *re 
church. .Other pulpits of the O. 
district were occupied eitlier by 
ing laymen or clergy who presc 
the .same subject, several 
Oneo,. 


jrehtlemen speaking at nearby places. 
Tl'is plan was 
followed 
in 
every 


church of the conference. 
The sub- 


ject >vas presented but no contribu- 
tions were solicited, that being left for 
an intensive campaign to be inaugu- 
rated later. Dr. Hensey in the course 
of his address stated that nearly all 
of. the Pretestant churches of 
the 


country are engaged or have finished 
sucb. a* campaign, it being appreciat- 
ed that an obligation rests upon .the 
church to provide for the aged men 
who have been unable to save any- 
thing like a competence at the sal- 
aries they have received when they 
shall become no longer in demand. 
He stated that the Episcopal church 
started for "a permanent fund of 55,- 
000,000 and despite the fact that its 
needs are not as urgent as -other de- 
nominations it raised $2,500,000 more 
than the desired sum and the total 
may roach twice the amount original- 
ly asked. He stated that owing to the 
needs of the Methodist clergy 
the 


church at large is endeavoring to se- 
cure $20,000,000, the sum desired in 
this conference being $400,000. 


The speaker emphisiz-ed that the 


church demands the undivided efforts 
of its ministers and pays them barely 
enough to support them during their 
active work so that when they retire, 
they must either live upon charity, or 
a pension from the church. While the 
cluirch has boon providing something 
for them it is inadequate. No retired 
clergyman can subsist on $200, •which 
is about the maximum this conference 
has paid. All other avenues arr closed 
to them and they must depend upon 
the church to which they have given 
all their years 
of activity. 
They 


should not be compelled to go out 
mowing lawns or caring for others 
gardens when in their decline. 


He urged the local church to get the 


burden upon its heart and to do as 
•well ns the preachers are doing, who 
are paying five per cent out of their 
salaries and .j£ this were done the 
fund would bo secured at once. He 
based his argument upon three points: 
justice demands, mercy implores and 
gratitude shoultl prompt a hearty re- 
sponse. His address was forceful and 
was illustrated my many incidents in 
his 
cwn personal experience that 


were appealing.
